. Greenberry Sparks Appears in Shoot- 
Louis M. Vog I Strikes Bridge And 
mg Affair at Columbus, 
Falls Into River. 


Seymour Men Among The Incorpor­ 


ators of Company. 


Louis M. Vogel, a fireman on tho 
Pennsylvania 
railroad, 
was 
killed 
near Crothersville, Sat urday evening 
about 7:30 o'clock. 
Vogel, who was 
on a south bound freight train, 
was 
leaning out of the cab window?, and as 
the engine entered the bridge over the 
ufecatatack river, his head struck 
tin* girders w ith such force as to throw' 
his body from the engine. 
He was 
not missed until the train reached 
Christy, a -mall station a few miles 
south of 
Crothersville. 
The train 
crew immediately began a search for 
him and soon found bis cap lying on 
the ice just under the bridge. 
It was first believed that Vogel had 
slipped from his engine and hatbfallen 
through the bridge into toe water, and 
a telegram was sent to the Agent here 
to that affect. 
The message stated 
that the accident had befallen the son 
of Louis M. V'ogel, and on account of 
this mistake, some difficulty was ex­ 
perienced in locating the unfortunate 
b o y ’s parents. 
After his relatives had 
been notified, arrangements were made 
bere to take the b o y ’s father and 
brother to the place of the accident. 
In the meantime a number of per­ 
sons were endeavoring to find the 
body, 
but 
were 
unsuccessful until 
about fifteen minutes after Mr. Vogel 
and his son arrived. 
The body was 
discovered floating upon the water 
against the ice, and was quickly re­ 
covered. 
It was brought to Seymour 
on a late interurban car, and taken to 
Hustedt’s undertaking establishment. 
An examination of the body showed 
that his head had struck the bridge 
with great force, 
and that he was 
probably instantly killed. 
His skull 
was fractured in two place s just above 
the left eye and his nose broken. 
His 
right leg w'as also broken and there 
were a few bruises which were evident­ 
ly received in the fall. 
Louis M. Vogel 
was the son of 
C harles Vogel and was nineteen years 
o f age. 
He was born in J ackson town­ 
ship, September 29, 
1890, 
and has 
lived in or near Seymour all of his 
life. 
His mother died some years ago. 
The deceased had 
been in the employ 
of the railroad only about three and 
one-half months, 
having taken his 
position September I. 
He was a mem­ 
ber of the Knights of Columbus order 
and of the Brotherhood of Locomo­ 
tive Firemen. 
Besides his father, the 
deceased is survived by his step-moth­ 
er, two brothers, one sister, two half 
brothers and one half sister 
Funer­ 
al services Tuesday morning at 9:00 
o ’clock at the Catholic church, con­ 
ducted by Father C. J. Conrad. 
Bur­ 
ial at Catholic cemetery. 
The service- 
wili be in charge of tile Knights of 
Columbus. 
Coroner Frank Dowden, having been 
notified of the accident, came up from 
Brownstown 
Sunday 
morning 
and 
made an informal investigation. 
The j 
official inquest will be he'd Wednes­ 
day, when the members of the train 
crew will be present.

Sparks went

cafe and endeavored to start a “ rough 
house.” 
The proprietor told Sparks 
that he was too young to begin any 
trouble, and put him out. 
Sparks, 
who lives ab >ve the restaurant, went 
to his room, got a 22 caliber rifle and 
returned. 
A fight followed in which 
J ames Pfeifer, 
a son of the proprie­ 
tor, shot at Sparks. 
The young man 
I then returned to his room. 
A call for the officers was responded 
by the policemen, who upon lear ning 
where Sparks could be found, went up 
tin* narrow 
stairway 
adjoining the 
cafe, which led to his room. 
Sparks 
met the policemen at the top of the 
stairway and fired three shots at them 
with’ his rifle. 
Two of the shots hit 
Officer W oods who is in a critical 
condition.

Grover Clark, but he is not seriously 
injured.

Henry Caldera, American vice consul

Its contents were not 
disclosed. 
Dr. Salvador Casfrlllo, the agent of 
the provisional government in Wash­ 
ington. has also received a dispatch 
which denied that the reported battle 
had taken place. 
This dispatch was 
signed by President Estrada. 
It was 
as follows: 
"We are in an Impreg­ 
nable position at Rama. 
Our army Is 
greater and more decided than ever. 
The enemy is two days’ march from 
Bluefields and they are asking for a 
conference with a view to a compro­ 
mise. 
We a r e not disposed to make 
any concessions and we shall push the 
enemy to defeat.

13.—Away 
from the scenes of public controver­ 
sies, and wi'h the eyes of aeronauts 
busy in other fields, Wallace E. Til- 
linghast, vice president of a local m an­ 
ufacturing company, working quietly, 
: has invented, built and tested what he 
I says is an aeroplane capable of carrying 
J three passengers with a weight limo 
of 200 pounds each, a distance of at 
: least 309 miles without a stop to re­ 
plenish the supply of petrol, and if 
necessary at a rat** of nm miles an 
hour. 
Mr. Tillinghast states that he has 
I gone In his aeroplane to the statue of 
Liberty near New York city, thence to 
Boston and back to the starting point 
without alighting. 
This was on the 
night of Sept. x. 
The machine is to 
be brought to W orcester in February 
for demonstration, and Mr. TUUngfeast 
expects to enter it in the international 
races being arranged for the vicinity 
of Boston next summer. 
In describing the aeroplane Mr. Til- 
inghast said: 
"It is of the monoplane 
type, with a spread of 72 feet, weighs 
1,550 pounds and furnished with a 
128-horsepower gasoline engine made 
under my own direction and specifica­ 
tions. 
It differs from others in the 
spread of the canvas, the spread plane 
and In stability features. 
Special at­ 
tention is given in making it adaptable 
for high speed. 
All of the im portant 
parts are covered by patents. 
"Other distinguishing features are 
that it cannot be capsized, is easily 
controlled and the occupants ride on 
the body of the machine instead of 
with the body of the machine behind 
them.
